U nder a bo m bardm ent o f angry public o pin­ 
io n, the ho arder has been put in his place. Or 
at any rate, giv en a healthy push in the direc­ 
tio n o f his place— which i.s o bliv io n. 


But the ho arder is o nly o ne o f a gro up o f 
anti-so cial and anti-A m erican W ar Pests which 
creep o ut o f the wo o dwo rk at the first sign o f 
a w ar. The o thers are just as na.sty. 


Perhaps yo u may rem em ber them fro m the 
last w ar. If so , keep a w eather eye o ut fo r 
them . As yet, thej’ hav en’t sho wn their ugly 
faces and v icio us character in the present Ko ­ 
rean situatio n. But giv en tim e they’i'e bo und to 
appear. Here are a few tips o n ho w to reco gnize 
them and ho w to prev ent them fro m do ing this 
natio n any harm : 


N ext to the ho arder, the bigge.st and mo st 
anno ying W ar Pest is the rum o r-spreader. He's 
the guy who will co me up to yo u and say, “ I 
heard o n go o d autho rity that the go v ernm ent 
is go ing to send the WCTU to Ko rea,” o r. 
“They h at’e n ’t to ld the papers, o f co urse, but 
enem y subs hav e go ne up the Mississippi and 
shelled St. Lo uis.” 


This type o f v erm in can do a great deal o f 
dam age. Nine times o ut o f 10, his tale is pes­ 
simistic. And 99 times o ut o f 100, it is wro ng. 
B ut it can do serio us harm to mo rale. If, o n 
the 100th try, the sto ry sho uld chance to be 
co rrect, he co uld be spreading a bit o f secret 
info rm atio n which m ight help the encmjc. 


The best—and o nly— thing to do when yo u 
bum p into the rum o r-spreader is do n't listen 
. If yo u do listen, do n’t tell. And yo u m ight giv e 
the rum o r-sp reader a 
sho rt, po inted 
lecture, 
to o . 


A no ther W ar Pest o f disturbing habits is tiie 
Absentee. He was the subject o f a lo t o f talk 
during W o rld W ar II. He's the guy who stays 
^ho m e fro m wo rk in a w ar plant fo r no go o d 
# reaso n. 
# 
O rdinarily, it’s a 
perso n’s o wn business if 
he w ants to go to w’o rk o r no t. But during 
w artim e it's ev erybo dy's business. 
The war 
plant, next to the battle line, is the place w here 
the o utco me o f m o dern w ar is decided. A w o rk­ 
er who stays ho m e w itho ut sufficient rea.so n 
is really go ing AW OL fro m his duty to his 
co untry. 


A nd bew'are ano ther W ar P est—the g rum ­ 
bler. He hasn’t had m uch chance to sho w" his 
co lo rs in this fight, because there hasn't been 
anything th a t ev en a co nfirm ed grum bler can 
grum ble at. 


B ut if co ntro ls co me alo ng again, o r if cer­ 
tain co m mo dities get scarce, o r if there's any­ 
thing else a little bit unpleasant o n the ho me 
fro nt, the grum bler will be back. “Aaah,” he’ll 
say, “I wish I w'as in the A rm y—they get all 
the butter,” o r, “This silly blacko ut is just 
causing a lo t m o re accidents.” 
H e’s no help at all, and actually he do es 
harm . 
T h ere’s a gallery o f unw anted W ar Pests— 
the rum o r-spreader, the absentee, the grum bler. 
Tho se three, plus, by all means, the ho arder. 
Do n’t let them get started this time.

Roy L. Day, Jr., of El Paso, Tex., 
and

red-haired 
ammunition 
bearer, 
Pvt. 
Roy' 
M anring of Chicago, who has suf­ 
fered seven wounds. 
In a hospital clearing station 
tent they identified two out of six 
now prisoners. 
Guilty Officer 
One was Kim Owong Toaek, an 
officer accused of giving the or­ 
der to shoot the American pris­ 
oners. 
The 
other, 
Chon 
Ty'ong 
Tok, was identified as one of the 
group who fired "’t the Ameri­ 
cans. They also identified tenta­ 
tively a third prisoner, Pak Chin- 
qwon, as carrying out the slaugh­ 
ter order. 
Manring was there lying on a 
litter. So were the six Communist 
prisoners including Pak and Chon 
each of whom had been shot in 
the left leg. 
The American red head raised a 
bandaged left hand and picked 
out these two from among other 
North Koreans whom he had not 
seen before. 
The stillness weighed heavily.! 
M anring pointed to Pak with 
the heavy bandages: 
“He carried a rifle and took one 
of my best buddies down for some 
w ater.” 
Cpl. Day then identified Kim 
as the officer who had directed 
the shootings. 
“T hat’s the bastard who gave 
the orders,” he said. 
The prisoners sat impassively 
silent in the heat. 
Officer Had Rank of M ajor 
Day said most of the North 
Koreans wore shorts but Kim w-as 
dressed in a suit with red stripes 
down the trousers and shoulders 
epaulets with one star and two 
red stripes. American officers said 
this was the rank of a major. 
M anring said he could not iden­ 
tify^ Kim as the man w^ho ordered 
the 
shooting. But he 
and day 
agreed that he was an officer. 
Day is m arried and has two 
children, including a daughter he 
has not seen. 
The tense moment broke at last. 
American wounded were taken 
from the clearing station on lit­ 
ters. So were the wounded North 
Koreai!s, some walking, some car­ 
ried. 
The prisoners will be taken to 
the rear for official interrogation.
